W ashington. Feb. 2. — President Mc­ 
Kinley ha* received a long message from 
G overnor W. 8. Taylor of K entucky. 
G overnor Taylor recites at length the 
•ituation lh Kerftucky. declares he con­ 
siders himself tho legally elected execu­ 
tive of the state and asserts th at the 
oonditition of affairs at the present time 
is moat critical. 
He says th at a riot 
m ay occur a t any time which will cause 
bloodshed 
Governor Taylor says he is 
doubtful of his power to control the 
situation and appeals to the president to 
end the m atter and secure peace in the 
state by recognising him as the gov­ 
ernor of Kentucky. 
The appeal is very 
earnest and the aid of the a d m in istra ­ 
tion is urgently requested. 
Governor Taylor's com m unication to 
President McKinley is in its n atu re a 
memorial. 
It goes at great length into 
the situation in K entucky in m aking an 
explanation of conditions there. W hile 
definite and absolute inform ation on this 
point is not obtainable, there is reason 
to believe th at a specific request foi the 
im m ediate request of Federal troops is 
not made. 
No action of any kifid has 
been taken on Governor T aylor’* m em o­ 
rial and it can be positively stated th a t 
no decision w hatever w ith reference to 
it had been reached 
Today is the regular day for cabinet 
m eetings and a careful consideration of 
the affair will be taken by the president 
and his advisers of the course fur the ad­ 
m inistration to take 
No conclusion 
will be reached save with g reat deliber­ 
ation and after the most careful discus­ 
sion of the Kentucky situation in all its 
aspects as it affects the Federal govern­ 
m e n t 
The president will go very slow 
in the m atter in the hope th a t m atters 
in the state itself will so shape m atters 
as to relieve the adm inistration of the 
necessity of any action. 
At the sam e 
tim e there are contingencies which m ay 
<wrr>pel the president to move. 
The ten­ 
sion in K entucky is intense and its very 
intensity is felt here to be likely to lead 
to some peaceful solution of the ques­ 
tion 
Action by the Federal govern 
m e a t at this time, it is feared, 
m ig h t 
fu rth er roil rath er th an smooth the a n ­ 
gry passions th a t have prevented an ad 
ju stm eu t so far. 
The president is in com m unication 
w ith G overnor T aylor and it Is possible 
th a t some statem en t regarding their 
correspondence m ay be m ade public 
later. 
This will depend largely w h e th ­ 
er such a statem en t would tend in P re s­ 
ident M cKinley’s opinion to allay public 
excitem ent 
For the present no inform ation at all 
is to be had from the W hite House as 
to affairs in Kentucky. 
The memorial 
from G overnor Taylor could not be ob­ 
tained a t the W hite House, w here its r e ­ 
ceipt would not even be admitted. H ow ­ 
ever, it can be said definitely th a t the 
president has been appealed to in a long 
mem orial by Governor Taylor aud a* 
already Stated, th a t he has reached no 
conclusion on the subject of the said 
memorial.
